MIC land use 
planning 
conference

SAN DIEGO, CA, FEB. 1 and 2 

Would you pay $15 for a 7-mile 
trail ride? Me neither, usually, 
but this was the first southwest 
“Off-Highway Motorcycle Work- 


shop” sponsored by the Motorcycle 
Industry Council. The four Japanese 
factories provided playbikes, and some 
35 bureaucrats, park planners, and 
land managers from the western states 
met and coughed up the ante to listen 
and learn all the good and bad things 
about our curious form of fun. After 
the ride, there was a lite 
demonstration of everything from 
trials to motocross. 

There were even a couple of Sierta 
Clubbers along for the ride. 

Day one was given over to speeches 
and conversation at a San Diego | 
motel. The professional worriers told - 
us what they were worried about. 

This was the second such 
“workshop” promoted by Garrél 
Nicholes, MIC's new people planner 
consultant. The first was in Utah last 
year. MIC has discovered the existence 
of a hitherto unheard of species — the 
“Recreational Playbiker." This is the 
person who uses a dirt bike as a means 
of access to other outdoor pasttimes, 
such as sightseeing, rockhounding, 
fishing, hunting, camping, etc. Cycle 
News calls it “bikepacking.” MIC 
would like to help the recreation 
planners provide for this kind of 
activity, in addition to the long- 
awaited ORV parks and trails. 

One thing the outing did, it seemed 
to infect a few dozen potential 
trailbikers with what has been called 
“the motorcycle disease.” Most of the 
questions were on the order of, “how 
much does one of these nifty little 
motorcycles cost?” and what options 
are available? 

Perhaps next the industry should 
put on a “Trail Test Ride” for all the 
citizens who might have thought they 
would like trail biking, but never had 
a chance to try it. e. 
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Street is Neat 


Thirty years ago the AMA sanc- 
tioned a race in Hollister, Cali- 
fornia. I know you’re probably 
wondering why I brought that 
up. Hang in there, and you'll soon 
know. 

You see, a bunch of guys that had 
recently been discharged from the 
Army after a little thing called World 
War Two were into riding 
motorcycles. They used to look 
forward to these races because it was a 
good time to get together with bikers 
and party. 

Well, they got together in Hollister 
and partied. And the newspapers had 
afield day with it. A short time later, 
the movies jumped into the act and 
produced a little number called “The 
‘Wild Ones” with newcomer Marlon 
Brando. 

That set the image for street riders 
for the next three decades, and it’s still 
with us today. 

Of course, Hollister was just one 
item. At about the same time there 
were headlines about other "bikers" 
taking over towns. One in Riverside, 
California had headlines that read 
“One killed and twenty-eight arrested 
in, motorcycle town takeover.” In 
actuality, the one killed was in an auto 
accident at the other end of the 
county, and there wasn’t even a 
motorcycle or motorcyclist involved in 
it. The arrests were trumped-up things 
like disturbing the peace and drunk in 
public. Even the sheriff's office sent 
gut a press release telling the real 
story, but the papers didn’t print it. 

What it all boils down to is this. For 
years, the street riding biker has been 
saddled with an image of being a bad 
guy. If a car driver is in an accident 
and killed, it is written up “man 
killed." If it's a biker, it reads "another 
motorcyclist killed.” 

Even the TV situation comedies are 
in on it. In a recent Happy Days 
program one of the stars was almost 
killed. Naturally, he was on a 
motorcycle. What caught in my craw 
was the way they kept saying they were 
glad he was wearing his helmet. If it 
was such a big deal, why was he in 
critical shape and not expected to live. 
Sounds like the helmet didn't help 
much. 

But another generation of bikers, or 
would-be bikers, has been saddled 
with the image of being possessed by a 
death wish or something. 

Dumb, just plain dumb. 

Maybe someday the stigma of being 
“wild” will disappear. Maybe someday 
the dummies who are trying to outlaw 
bikes will realize how much nicer it 
would be on a crowded freeway if they 
were all bikes. How much fuel we 
would be saving. - 

But no, theyll just keep оп 
outlawing freedom and poisoning the 
minds of the newcomers. 

Why doesn't General Motors — or 
whoever is behind this — just start 
making motorcycles and stop fighting 
us? 

I guess there isn’t as much money in 
bikes as there is in cars, huh? .

Jorgenson, Eklund, Brad Hurst, rookie 
Eddie Lawson, Hateley, Boody, Dave 
Aldana and Randy Goss rounded out 
the top 10 qualifiers. 


Heat races 

Springsteen grabbed the lead on the 
first heat, followed by Billy Oliver and 
Dave Aldana. But a couple laps into 
the race, Springsteen went wide into 
the turn exiting the infield, grabbed 
too much front brake and went down. 
Aldana took the lead and went on for 
the win, ahead of Terry Poovey and 
Oliver. Springsteen made a 
tremendous charge from last place, 
almost catching Oliver on the last lap 
but winding up in fourth, just outside 
of the top three transfer spots. 

Mike Kidd had been told shortly

before the race started that he had 
been disqualified for using 
unapproved cylinders on his Triumph 
twin.

Texan Terry Poovey rode his 
Bultaco International/Bel-Ray/Bultaco 
Sales of Dallas Bultaco to an easy win 
in the fifth heat after getting by Skip 
Aksland. Aksland scored an easy 
second aboard his Dart Development/

Behind the front runners, action was 
heaviest in the battle for third with 
Oklahoman Bret Braddy taking that 
position a good distance behind Poovey 
and Aksland.

Darrell Shultz took control of the | 
first 250cc Pro qualifier and led Roger | 
Eiberger and Randy Losh across the 
line. 

Taking his almost-usual holeshot 
and early lead, Donnie Hansen picked 
up the second qualifier ahead of Tad 
Gumbmann, Rex Staten and Danny 
LaPorte. 

Consolation honors went to Boo 
Stichter and his Yamaha mount. 


Thirty-six fliers sat on the line of | 
the final, all bent on coming out on | 
top in the mud. Donnie Hansen blew : 
everyone into the grass off the line and ‘ 
dominated the first lap. Staten wasn't 
about to settle for second and put 
Hansen back into the trailing position; 
the one who ate all the mud. Staten 
controlled the next 12 laps but Darrell 
Shultz was on the move through the 
pack. By the seventh lap Shultz was 
pressuring Staten and when the white 
flag came out, so did Shultz. Using the 
traffic that caught Staten, Shultz 
slipped into the lead and took Staten 
by total surprise. For the last lap 
Shultz held his Maico WFO. At the 
checkered, Shultz put a lapped rider 
between himself and Staten and took 
the win. Danny LaPorte was busy with 
traffic and a mud-swollen face but still 
managed to grab third, bad eyes and 
all.

125cc Pro 


Easily the two fastest 125cc Pros 
were Danny "Magoo" Chandler and 
Brian Myerscough. The first qualifier 
was all Myerscough. Jeff Ward 
brought the FMF banner in for 
second, just ahead of Randy Shekell. 

DG's Dave Taylor pulled the 
holeshot in the second qualifier and 
held the lead for the four laps. Magoo 
and Donnie Cantaloupi were dicing 
for second and third the entire race 
but Magoo was too much for the 
Northern California 125cc numero 
uno. 

Two consolations were run for the 
final transfer spots. Taking the first 
was Tay Geagg and the second went to 
Chalma Roberts. 

Two starts were needed to get the 
final underway, but rider problems 
weren't the cause of the restart. One of 
Sacramento's worst storms hit as the 
pack crested the start hill and shot for’ 
the first turn. It took three laps for 
officials to reach the motorhome with 
the red flag, and the race was delayed. 

Before the gate dropped for the 
second try, Brian Myerscough, a heavy 
favorite to win, was in the first-aid 
station.

When the rain did fall, Magoo 
grabbed the early lead and never 
dropped a place. Pat Richter ran 
second for the first few laps but 
constantly dropped back with eye 
problems.

with Danny Turner pulling up behind. 
On the fourth lap Turner went by for 
second but Cantaloupi stayed right on 
his fender. 

When the checkered flag came out; 
Magoo easily won with Turner out 
ahead of Cantaloupi for second:

Balentine blows

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 5 
Bob Balentine and his 400cc 
KTM blew them out of the water 
at Red Mountain in CRC’s rain- 
moistened hare scrambles. 

When the banner dropped, rain was 
nearly non-existent and the run to the 
bomb was dust free. At the smoke, it 
was clearly Sodbuster Lonnie Peterson 
and his 400cc Bellflower Yamaha with 
Balentine, Morgan Malocco and Tom 
Kelly right behind him. Lee Scheffers, 
Kent Perkins, "Bad" Brad Henson and 
Wayne Allen were also in hot pursuit. 

As the course drew close to the first 
uphill canyon, Balentine got by 
Peterson and began to pull away.

Scheffers took 
advantage of this and worked his way 
by as did Henson. 

After climbing on to the top of the 
canyon Balentine was still out front, 
Kelly had moved past Peterson and 
Malocco was making a bid for third. 

About halfway around Peterson's 
ride came to a halt when his chain 
broke and went through the cases of 
his motor. Around this same point in 
time, Malocco's shock damping went 
away, forcing him to drop off the 
pace. Scheffers caught up to and 
passed Kelly in the long sandwash. 

Chuck Miller and his 175cc Premier 
Yamaha began to move into the 
picture at this point, dogging fellow 
lightweight rider Henson. 

It appeared as though Balentine was 
out for a Sunday cruise when he pulled 
into the Clean Sweep pit for a goggle 
wipe and gas. Scheffers was through a 
minute and a half later with Kelly not 
far behind. “Bad” Henson was fourth 
as he came in for gas with Miller and 
Malocco doing the same. Malocco 
sidelined his machine for the day 
because of ill handling. Allen was in 
néxt, running seventh overall. The 
ever-consistent Monte Lee and his 





borrowed 250cc Bill Krause Yamaha 
was running well despite a mediocre 
start. Mike Eckardt brought his 
Whittier Kawasaki 250cc Husqvarna 
over from District 37 and was running 
ninth just ahead of Bill Becker's 400cc 
Maico. Perkins had dropped clear 
back to 14th overall at the end of the 
first lap but not wishing to give up he 
pressed on. 

First Novice to complete a loop was 
Jeff Cannon (250cc Hus) with R. 
Chuba right behind him. First woman 
to come through was Jolene Payne and 
her 175cc Cycle Products West KTM. 


As the front runners were on their 
second and final loop the rain really 
started to come down in some parts of 
the course. 

As Balentine rode the second loop 
he had a little trouble with vision due 
to rain and had to stop. Kelly also had 
problems when he injured his leg and 
was forced to retire for the day. 


While the front runners had little 
mishaps, so did the lightweights. 
Henson was running third overall 
halfway around the last loop when his 
left foot peg broke off and about a 
mile later his front tire went flat. 


At the finish it was Balentine with a 
couple of minutes over Amateur Lee 
Scheffers. Amateur lightweight Chuck 
Miller was in next with W. Allen not 
far behind. First 250cc was Eckardt. 
Not only did Eckardt finish fifth 
overall, but he celebrated his birthday 
with style. Henson nursed his damaged 
bike in for sixth with Doug Beisner 
and his Valerian’s 250cc Suzuki 
moving right in ahead of Mike Martin. 
Martin and his Kawasaki S.L.O. 
Husky and Beisner were both running 
out of the top 10 on the first loop. 
Kenny Upp and his 175cc IT Yamaha 
edged out Becker and his 400cc Maico 
for ninth overall.

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How to ride like the Hurricane — Part three 


Braking secrets 


By Bob Hannah as told to Jim Gianatisis 


“Probably the most important part of riding 
Y motocross is braking for turns. This is where I 
really blow guys’ doors off. I make up more time 
here than anywhere else during a race. Even if 


your bike isn't fast, you can make it look fast by 
out-pulling everyone else...just holding your braking 
point longer into the turn than the other guy. 


"Using the front brake is a must if you even want to win 


abigrace. You can't work without it and you've got to learn to 
use it as. hard as you can.Some guys just rely on their back brake. 
It’s just logical that it can stop you faster, because all your 
weight is on the front end when you're going into a turî 
"Like Isaidearlier insetting up your bike, try and keep 
as little play as possible in your brakes, especially the 
pedal, where Ilike abouthalf aninchofplay.I adjust 
thefront brake forthe course. If there are alotof big 
downhills or TIl be using it a lot, I'll set it really 
tight. You want very little slack so youcan get on 
and off the brakes as quickly as possible. 
“You've got to teach yourself not to shut off too 
early for corners and just coast in like most guys 
do. This is where the race is won or lost and 
) where I make up all my time. Figure it out; 
You lose, say, nalf a second coasting 
into each corner. If there's 10 corners 
on a track that's five seconds you'll be 
losing every lap. You can't afford to 
lose five seconds every lap, especially 
when everyone else comes out of the 
corners the same speed and goes the 
same speed on the straights. There is 
nowhere else you can make up that 
time. Horsepower is nothing. It's the 
brakes where I blow everybody off. 

“You'll also see that I go into a turn 
standing up on the pegs. Part of it's so 
I can get my weight on the front end 
for better traction. The rest is so I can 
keep control of the bike between my 
legs and the bumps won't knock me 
around. Lots of guys sit down, but 
unless the track is super smooth «I 
always stand up. 

“So go into the turn with the throttle 
wide open until it’s time to slam on the 
brakes as hard as you can. Now here's 
the real secret: I pull my clutch in 
when I'm braking. Try it. I can stop 
twice as fast because I'm not having to 
slow my engine and the bike at the 
same time. Be careful trying it the first 
time or you could land on your head, 
you'll stop so fast!”

Yamaha's IT 400E — an en 


By Dale Brown 


Enduro competition bridges the width and 
breadth of the United States. Riders compete 
for high point honors in woods so deep that a 
turn marker could stay in place for 100 years 


without being yellowed by the 
sun or in the Southwestern des- 
erts where trees are miles apart 
instead of inches. 


Motorcycle manufacturers, especial- 
ly the high-production Japanese, are 
faced with the chore of producing an 
enduro bike that will work well in New 
England, Southern California and all 
points in between. 


Yamaha, with the IT 400E, has 
come up with. an acceptable 
compromise that does well in all sorts 
of situations. Briefly, the IT 400E has 
plenty of torquey, stump-pulling 
power, good suspension, five well- 
planned gear ratios, fine handling and 
the right enduro equipment, in stock 
form. 


In fact, at a recent Southern 
California enduro, there were more 
ITs than anything else. One rider said 
that, while he really liked the bike, he 
was afraid of getting lost in the crowd. 

The heart — and best feature — of 





the biggest IT is the 397cc single- 
cylinder two-stroke engine. It has the 
perfect powerband for enduros or just 
plain fun trailriding. Power starts 
early. and builds steadily with no 
sudden surge to put you on your head 
in a tricky situation. 

There is so much torque that it was 
possible to pull two fully-grown (one 
slightly overweight) men in second 
gear at five mph with the clutch out. 
The bike didn’t pull very cleanly, 
mind you, but it didn’t stall either. 

Air and gas flow through a 38mm 


Mikuni carb and a six-petal reed valve ~ 


before going to work. The reed valve 
accounts for much of the engine's 
clean-running at low rpm. The idle 
screw has a large serrated plastic knob 
for adjustment; a nice touch that 
makes it possible to work the adjuster 
with gloves on. The choke is the 
familiar lever instead of the dreaded 
push/pull knob. 

The abundant torque and bottom 
end power translate into control. Since 
there is no “pipe” to keep the engine

on, the throttle is used in conjunction 
with the steering, brakes and body 
position to maneuver through 
obstacles. Forget the clutch; you only 
need it at the start and checkpoints, or 
for downhill use if you wish. Those 
who want to preserve every running 
part may use the clutch to shift, but 
there’s really no need. 

The IT 400E is outstanding in tight 
situations, such as tight woods, desert 
rockpiles and narrow gullies. But we 
do recommend that the blue wonder 
be geared down from its stock 15-tooth 
countershaft sprocket to a 14-molar 
number. That way, second gear 
becomes much more useful for slow 
speed work, first gear becomes a 
dynamite bottleneck breaker and top 
speed is still in the 70 mph range. 

Though the frame and suspension 
look similar to the YZ, the internals 
are different. There's less travel (8.46" 
front, 7.28" rear, claimed) so the bike 
sits lower than the motocrosser. 


There are advantages and 
disadvantages to the lower height. On 
the plus side, you can get on the 
machine, and you can use your feet for 
balance (not all of us are over six feet 
tall or have inseams nearing the 40” 
mark). 

The minus side is lack of ground 
clearance. The skid plate hangs up on 
even moderate rock steps, and the 
sound of rock kissing skid plate could 











be heard several times throughout a 
enduro. 

If lower seat height is unnecessar 
we'd suggest going with longertrav 
suspension components or YZ items | 
raise the ground clearance. If ye 
need the lower height, see if you cz 
live with the problem. If you can't, t 
to find platform motocross boots. 

The front forks did a beautiful jy 
of soaking up whatever w 
encountered. Very plush. In additi 
to the fine damping of the forks, t 
whole front end (3.00x21 IRC knobb 
moved well through loose rock ai 
other hazards. The way the front € 
works is exceptionally confident 
inspiring, especially to the ‘novi 
Burleson. 

The back end, as delivered, was | 
up way too stiff, even for delinqué 
Metracal-for-Lunch-Bunch membe 
But the DeCarbon shock has a wi 
range of adjustment. To start wil 
there are two holes in the top frat 
tube to stick a flat-bladed screwdri 
in and adjust the spring pre-load, 
that’s not enough, you (and most lik 
your Yamaha dealer) can play with | 
gas pressure to get the pro 
damping. If that's still not enouj 
there are two accessory spri 
available from Yamaha. 

As a unit, the blue Yammié wo 
very well at slow and moderate spe 
— stay on time. Really hooking it

"weight wasn't that much of a problem

|accustomed to heavy sleds anyway. We 
suggest time in the saddle before 
competition, especially if you just 
stepped off something like a 125cc 
cmotocrosser. 

Though it’s heavy, the IT doesn’t 
carry much excess weight. The 
headlight, speedometer, three-gallon 
o:gas tank and other enduro effluvia do 

add weight, but they're necessary or 

potentially useful (the headlight) for 
enduro work. The tank is plastic, as 
“are the fenders, but the three-gallon 
|. capacity means a lot of pounds up 
high. - 
The brakes worked well for most 
i», situations, but they chattered on steep 
downhills. Despite the compression, 
there is little engine braking effect on 
the steeper descents. Either gas it, be 
extremely careful of the rear brake or 
use the clutch. 

The IT 400E turns much better 
than its center line front axle 
forefather. With a full tank of fuel, it's 
top-heavy so you have to gas it or the 
bike wants to keel over. The IRC 











knobbies worked fine for us, but we 
rode the bike in the midst of the recent 
SoCal monsoons, and damp sand will 
give excellent traction even to trials 
tires. The rear tire's knobs were 
starting to get round after about 40 
miles. 

One perplexing problem popped up 
during the test. After the Yamaha had 
gotten its rider through the worst part 
of an enduro with only about 12 easy 
miles to go, it was shut off while the 
rider got a drink. It wouldn't restart. 
We kicked and pushed, push and 
kicked to no avail, finally loading the 
bike on the back of a truck. Later, 
from ice cold, it started on about the 
fifth kick. We advise that you talk to 
other IT 400E owners and get the 
starting drill down pat. There's a lot of 
compression, so it takes a healthy kick. 


Ride comfort was well taken care of 
on the IT 400E. The saddle is plush, 
soft and narrow. The gas tank is 
narrow where it meets the tank for the 
accommodation of necessary 
gymnastics. Bars are fine, but woods 
riders might like an inch or two taken 
off. The clutch has the light actuation 
of a 125 and has a progressive 
engagement. Grips are OK, as a 
personal preference item we would 
have put on Preston's barrel grips. The 
speedo was readable as was the 
resettable odometer. 

Yamaha has incorporated many of 





the things enduro riders were used to 
installing on their new bikes. Folding 
shift and rear brake controls are 
standard, though the shape of the 
brake pedal prevents it from folding 
all the way back. 

In conclusion, the IT 400E works. It 
is capable of winning a National 


Enduro or two-day trial if the rider is 








motorcycle also shines as a top notch 
cowtrailer and a competitive cross 
country racer, If you compete in west 
coast desert events, you'll probably 
want to go with the YZ 400E and put 
an IT tank on it.
